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OBITUARIES. 


: Rev. Hiram Paulding Satchwell. 


Rey. Hiram Paulding Satchwell was born in Baker, Broome county, 
New York, July 15, 1830, and died of hardening of the liver, in Newberg, 
Oregon, February 1, 1894, aged 63 years, 9 months, and 15 days. He was 
of humble parentage, and lost his mother at the early age of twelve years. 
By his own labor, he secured an academic training in a Presbyterian 
school in Watertown, New York, and entered Hamilton College, Clinton, 
New York, from which he was graduated in 1857. A diligent student, he 
held an honorable position in his class. ; 


He was drawn towards Christ at ten years of age, converted at twelve, 
and made public profession at fifteen. The ‘‘call’’ to preach led him to 
the Methodist General Biblical Institute, at Concord, New Hampshire, 
whose course was completed in two years. He joined the New England 
Conference in 1859, having previously married Miss Ma.y E. Jewett, of 
Bryantville, Massachusetts, who, with three sons and one daughter, sur- 
vives to mourn her loss. 


His appointments were: Shreveburg, Warren, E. Templeton, Monson, 
and Wilbraham,—here he laid the foundation of the beautiful Memorial 
Church of thatimportant charge. In the Kansas Conference, Ottawa,where 
a gracious revival crowned his work; one year professor of mathematics 
in Baker Universlty, Baldwin, Kansas; Oskaloosa, and Pleasanton—here 
he secured a good parsonage and church building. 

In Minnesota Conference, he was stationed at Lake Crystal, St. Paul, 
Rochester, Lumbrota, Marshall and Granite Falls, At Lake Crystal 
he enjoyed a gracious revival at each of its six appointments; another on 
the Lumbrota charge. At St. Paul the present Grace Church enterprise 
was inaugurated. He also organized the work in West St. Paul and 
‘and erected a church. A church was also built at Granite Falls. 

He cane to the Pacific Coast in 1886 and took work in the Puget 
Sound Conference. The following year he joined the Oregon Conference 
and was stationed at McMinnville, Ashland, Corvallis, Roseburg and 
Halsey. The present parsonage was built under his labor at Roseburg. 


At Halsey his health failed. In 1893 he took a superannuated relation. 
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His sufferings were borne with remarkable patience and fortitude. The 
approach of death was no unpleasant surprise. He was not usually de- 
monstrative, but in the dying hours he was in the spirit. and expression 
of exultant praise. ‘‘ The Christian hope is no dream,” he said, ‘I have 
peace and glory.’”’ Towards the last he said, ‘‘All is changed; the atmos- 
phere is changed! Strange experience! I die at peace with all men; I 
leave a loving ‘good-bye’ to all my brethren.”” And ere articulation failed 
he said, ‘‘ Earth is gone; I am going up; I am almost there!’ 


He was a man of high Christian character. To be consistent, dili- 
gent, faithful, was the aim of his life. He was quiet in method, modest 
and gentle. Yet he had a peculiar intensity which bravely assailed the 
wrong and maintained the right. ‘‘‘ Without dissimulation’ he was a 
thoroughly upright man, pure in thought, word and deed.” 

As a sermonizer he chose the cardinal themes of the gospel. His 
style was argumentative and philosophical rather than exhortatory. He 
was thoughtful, serious, and ever appealed to the best sentiments of the 
human heart. His reward is on high. 


Correna P. Belknap. 


Mrs. Correna P. Belknap was born in Bedford County, Pennsylvania, 
August 20th, 1852, and died at Dayton, Oregon, July 3d, 1894. She was the 
daughter ot J. H. and Beulah Akers, of Junction City, and the wife of 
Lewis F. Belknap of this conference. 

Trained in a Christian home, her heart was early inclined toward the 
Lord. At the age of ten years she was converted, united with the Meth- 
odist Episcopal Church, and began a consecrated life. Thirty-two years 
she walked with God, and now she is not, for God took her. 

Fourteen years ago the fifteenth day of next December, she was mar- 
ried to our bereaved brother Belknap. Walking together they grew in 
wisdom, confidence and love. As a Christian, she was pious; as a wife, she 
was faithful; and as a mother, she was devoted and tender. 

In 1885 her husband yielded to the call of God, and commenced to pre- 
pare for the ministry. After five years at Willamette University, and three 
years at Garret Biblical Institute, they went to their first appointment one 
year ago. She flung herself into the work with enthusiasm and did what 
she could. Gentle in spirit, consecrated in life, and active in every good 
work she was a helpmeet indeed. With.a feeling of personal bereavement, 
the people of Dayton mourned their loss. 
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Besides the husband, two children remain to adorn the memory and 
mourn the loss of this devoted woman. Hayen Vincent is twelve years 
old, and Lorena seven. We invoke for them the protecting and guiding 
hand of God. : : 

Our departed sister was ready to live and ready to die. For the sake 
of husband and children she desired to live. But God ordered otherwise 
As life ebbed away she said: ‘‘Iam going.’? Thinking of the dear ones 
to be left behind she exclaimed: ‘‘Good bye, papa, take care of the chil- 
dren.’’ Nearing the end she whispered: ‘‘Jesus has come to take me 
home.”? It was her last utterance. The Christ took her home to be for- 
ever with the Lord.

annual liquor bill is one billion two hundred million dollars.

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This satanic institution with its immense capital, with its thorough 
organization, and with its poisonous hand on the polities of our country, is 
a power to be feared, a power which thrills us with alarm. Need we speak 
of its blighting influence? Are we competent to paint a true picture of this 
nefarious business? We answer, No. Neither the tongues of an orator, 
nor the soul of a poet, nor the brush of an artist, nor the mind of a phil- 
osopher, can describe the effects of this murderous traffic. 

From multitudes of families it snatches the necessities of life, there- 
by filling innumerable homes wich unspeakable misery and sorrow. 

It fills our penitentiaries, and by its deadly blows hundreds and thous- 
ands go down to perdition. It is blasting to the body; ruinous to the soul ; 
and the prodigious enemy of God, home, and native land. 

When we hear the sobs of mothers, and cries of children, and behold 
the woes and sadness that this heinous business brings to multitudes of 
homes, we cry, *‘Oh Lord, how long shall this demon reign within our 
borders?’’? But we all know the evil, and now, what is the remedy. Your 
committee offers the following: 

1. We will continue to offer our prayers to Almighty God for help. 
Prayer moves the hand that moves this world. It has fought tremendous 
battles and won triumphants victories. 

2. We will encourage all organizations the objects of which is to rid 
our country of this monstrous iniquity. : 

3. As vast numbers have been saved by signing the pledge and have 
become active workers in the temperance cause, we recommend the en- 
couragement of that method, 

4, We will urge parents and guardians in all stations of life to keep 
intoxicants out of their homes, for in many cases the seeds of drunkeness 
have been sown in the domestic circle. 

5. We will urge young people to identify themselves with temperance 
societies. 

6. Recognizing the influence of literature, we recommend the reading 
and distribution of such papers, circulars, and books as have a tendency 
to awaken men to a sense of the awfulness of this curse and induce them 
to rise up in arms against it. 

7. We do not believe in license high or low. To license the liquor 
traffic is to legalize it, and no amount of legislation can make a wrong right. 

8. Werecommend united action, for such a stupenduous power as 
the saloon cannot be overthrown by scattered forces. 

9. We will continue to present the subject cf temperance from our 
pulpits. 

10. Believing in the possibility of Dr. Kynatt’s plan of temperance or- 
ganization, we recommend it to the consideration of this Conference. 
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11. Realizing the benefits accruing to the cause of temperance from lo- 
cal option laws and their enforcement. We recommend continued effort 
in this direction. 

11. We pledge our eternal enmity to king alcohol, and hope in the near 
future to stand and look out upon the expanse of this country and behold 
the grand old republic without a saloon. 


Freedman’s Aid and Southern Education. 


The total expenditure on account of colored schools for the year was 
$261,344.14. $58,900.96 was devoted to the white schools. Total expenses 
for the year were $363,768.01. The debt of the Society is $184,915.51, an 
increase for the year of $10,335.51. The real estate owned by the Society 
is valued at $1,652.800. During the past year the work has been greatly 
embarrassed by a diminished income owning to a stringency of the times. 
The teachers have cheerfully surrendered one-fourth of their meager 
salaries. 

The solution of the Southern problem is to be reached through the 
education of the negro. ' 

1. The open door to self-sustenance, care and education of their 
families is through education. 

2. The only avenne to self-improvement, elevation and social influ- 
ence is through the Christian education of the negro. 

3. The only way to settle great questions of race prejudice is through 
the education of the negro. 

4. The only way to provide adequate labor for the South is to educate 
the negro. 

5. The only way to protect the poor citizen in his right of suffrage, 
the dearest boon of citizenship, is to educate the negro. 

6. The only way to elevate an abject race to iatelligent manhood, 
useful citizenship, and worthy Christian character, is to educate the negro. 

7. The only way to place our civilization upon a stable, honest anu 
honorable basis is to educate the negro.

Wuereas, We are happy to welcome among us for the first time the 
distinguished Senior Corresponding Secretary, Rev. J. C. Hartzell, D. D., 
and to listen to his lucid statements and eloquent appeals; such visits

is temporarily burdened. 

Resolved, 2, That we pledge ourselves to a more hearty and faithful 
support of this interest. 

Resolved, 3, That we commend the Christian Educator to all our 
pastors. 

Resolved, 4, That the Presiding Elders be requested to distribute 
' the sum of one thousand dollars to the several charges as the apportion- 
ment for the ensuing year. 


American Bible Society. 


The American Bible Society has published, since its organization in 
1816, 58,374,430 copies of the Holy Scriptures, and 1,457,459 the past year. 

It is the object of the Society to furnish every destitute family with the 
word of God. Therefore, 


Resolved:—That we will welcome the Superintendent to our charges, 
and give him every possible aid. 


Epworth League. 


We regard the Epworth League as one of those providential move- 
ments which have characterized Methodism from its inception. 

Its rapid spread throughout the world, and great efficiency in accomp- 
lishing its purpose, viz: that of developing our young people spiritually 
and intellectually, and in loyalty to the Church, is cause for much rejoic- 
ing and thanksgiving. 

We deprecate any thought of organic union with other young people’s 
societies, but will gladly co-operate with any in practical Christian work 
where we believe the best interests of the cause of Christ can be thus con- 
served. 

We recommend faithful adherence to the discipline in this matter. 

The Epworth Herald should be in every Methodist home, not only be- 
cause it is the organ of the League, but because of its intrinsic worth. We 
regard it as one of the best religious papers in circulation. 

We recommend that our chapters, as far as possible, respond to the ap- 
peal for missionary money now being made. 
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Deaconess Work. 


Almost immediately after the adjournment of the Conference of 1893, 
the Board of Control in conjunction with the Woman’s Home Mis- 
sionary Society, took steps to incorporate our Deaconess work. The 
result is the Jane Abraham Deaconess Home and Training School, a thor- 
oughly organized Home, incorporated under the auspices of the Woman’s 
Home Missionary Society, the Portland Hospital and the Portland Uni- 
versity. Of this Home Miss Rose MacLennan is Superintendent. She is 
a graduate of the Chicago Training School for Home, Foreign and City 
Missions, and is an estimable Christian woman and a consecrated deaconess. 
Associated with her are five deaconess probationers and four nurse proba- 
tioners—ten in all. One Deaconess probationer, Miss Abbie Mills, has 
been working as soliciting agent of the Home. The rest have all been at 
work in the Portland Hospital... The Home is entirely out of debt. 

We recommend the relicensing of Miss Rose MacLennan at this Annual 
Conference. 

We recommend as a Conference Board of Control of Deaconess Work, 
G. W. Gue, C. E. Locke, J. N. Denison, Geo. Whitaker, M. C. Wire, Mrs. 
W. Whitfield, Mrs. Richmond Kelly, Mrs. W. H. Saylor and Mrs. W. E. 
Perry. 


Church Extension. 


As your Committee has had no papers placed in their hands concern- 
ing this important work, it is impossible for us to give an outline of the 
work accomplished during the past year. But as we look over the field in 
our own Conference and behold the needs of our people in every county, 
we realize that it is no time to slacken our efforts in behalf of the Church 
Extension Society. Thorefore 

Resolved, That with true gratitude for all benefits of the past, we 
pledge ourselves to faithfully present this cause to all our people and use 
our best efforts to secure the full amounts apportioned to our several 


charges. 


Portland Hospital. 


This year has been the hardest, financially, in the history of the 
Northwest. All benevolent work has -felt this pressure greatly. The 


. 
. 
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Portland Hospital has, however, by cutting off its benevolent work, been 
able to keep its doors open, and to prevent any great increase of its debt. 
Under the careful and competent work of the Jane Abraham Training 
School for Nurses, led by Miss Rachel Hoagland and Miss Rose Mac- 
Leunan, its nursing department has come to be recognized as the best. 

Mr. E. T. Johnson, as superintendent, has made material reduction 
in the running expenses and largely provided for all necessary expenditure, 
so that it is a demonstrated fact that if relieved from debt and interest 
the Hospital could be conducted without debt. It is toward this end of 
freedom from debt and the stopping of interest that we should lend our 
utmost endeavors. Because of the depression in finances, the Board has 
not been able to collect much of its subscriptions now over due, of which 
the amount is about $40,000. An effort has been made during the year 
to float. bonds of the Guarantee Company to the amount of the debt. 
This effort will probably prove successful in the end. 

The Hospital is eminently worthy of the patronage of all of our peo- 
ple. No better medical staff, no more competent nurses, no more health- 
ful surroundings, no more blessed religious influences, no more successful 
records of surgical work can be found anywhere. 


Portland Hospital represents Methodism in its efforts to heal the sick. 
Taken together with the Colleges of Medicine and Pharmacy of our 
beloved Willamette University, it brings our Methodism fully into the 
Christly sympathy of bodily healing. 

We very earnestly commend this great work to all of our people. We 
want all of the financial help our people can give. We want the pennies 
of the poor and the dollars of the rich. We shall have to struggle withs 
great energy to save this Hospital, but we fully believe the hand of God is 
with us, and we confidently expect success to crown our efforts in making 
this Hospital a great and permanent institution of Methodism. 


Missionary Needs. 


In consideration of the fact that there are large tracts of territory with- 
in the bounds of the Oregon Conference including whole counties where 
there are hundreds of inhabitants withont the gospel—many of them 
intelligent adherents to the Methodist Episcopal Church, and who would 
cheerfully support our ministry and help build our churches, were it not 
for their poverty ; and there are also churches that have been so weakened 
by the financial depression that it is impossible for them to support a pas- 
tor without help; and in some cases the minister has been withdrawn and 
the charge abandoned; yet in all these cases the work could be successfully 
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maintained and made to yield magnificent results, if we could have addi- 
tional missionary help for two or three years; therefore, 


Resolved, That we request cur representatives on the Missionary 
Committe, G. C. Wilding, D.D., and Bishop Joyce, to do all they possi- 
bly can to prevail upon the Missionary Board to appropriate an additional 


fifteen hundred dollars for the work within the bounds of the Oregon 
Conference. 


Indian Work. 


KLAMATH INDIAN MISSION. 


This mission has been faithfully served by Thos. Starns as missionary. 
There are about 1025 Indians on this reservation; of these about 300 are 
members of our church. There are two societies, one at Williamson River 
and the other abont forty-five miles east of this in the eastern part of the 
reservation, at Spring Creek. There are two Sabbath Schools conducted 
by the Government Superintendent of Public Instruction. Those on the 
reservation contributed $126.50 to the support of gospel this year. This 
mission received $400 from the Missionary Society. © 


SILETZ MISSION. 


The Siletz Mission has been supplied by R.C. Ellsworth, who has 
done a noble work for the Master. He reports a membership of 80, a 
Sabbath School, one parsonage, and the use of nine acres of land. The 
land will soon be bought for a church, and a church building should be 
erected upon it at once. 

This mission has been supported in part by the Missionary Society in 
the sum of $200, and in part by the Woman’s Home Missionary Society - 
in the sum of $100. 

The g yernment does nothing for the religious instruction of the In- 
dian; hence your Committe recommends the appointment of a missionary 
to each of these very needy and promising mission fields. 


Committee on Conference Examinations. 


We have carefully studied the Minnesota plan so far as reported in 
the Pacific Christian Advocate of September 12th and approve the same. 
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As it is too late to perfect the work at this Conference session, we recom- 
mend the appointment of a committee of three who shall carefully study 
the subject, and report on the first day of our next annual session. 


Woman’s Home [lissionary Society. 


We call your attention to this noble work. Its exclusive field of oper- 
ations is the United States of America. Our entire population is about 
65,000,000, of which number about 21,381,000, or thirty-two per cent of the 
whole is foreign born or children of the first generation, and still, from all 
nations, about half a willion immigrants crowd our shores every year; 
215,434 saloon keepers greet them. We must give them the gospel, refuge 
homes, schools and teachers. This we can do through the Woman’s Home 
Missionary Society. Our own Conference society the past year has raised 
$732.66 to help on the work of Christ in our home land. We rejoice in 
this, but are grieved to note that in sixty-four of the eighty-six charges 
there is no Woman’s Home Missionary Society. In the name of our home 
land, we urge every pastor to see to it that an auxiliary of this noble so- 
ciety is organized and sustained upon his charge as soon as possible. 


Education: 


BRETHREN :—Your committee on Education after due consideration of 
the matter laid before it finds that the educational work of our Church is 
being carried gradually forward throughout the connection. 

The Board of Education, through its able and efficient secretary, Dr. 
C. H. Payne, is rapidly becoming a very powerful factor in stimulating 
and unifying our educational interests. 

Children’s day has a warm place in the hearts of both old and young, 
and the contributions of this day are avaiiing many in their struggles for 
more knowledge. Dr. Payne reports no less than fourteen students within 
the bounds of our own Conference aided from this fund during the school 
year ending in 1894, to the amount of $385, while our Conference only 
raised for this purpose during the preceding year $295. Thus we drew 
from the funds $100 more than we contributed. The statement of this 
fact we are persuaded is sufficient to stimulate every pastor to extra efforts 
during the present year in the interests of this work. 

The American University is becoming more and more an object of in- 
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terest, not only to Methodists, but to all lovers of higher education, and 
without doubt it will soon be a great central fact in educational circles, 
and we advise every Methodist to put at least one dollar into this crown- 
ing glory of the nineteenth century. 


Willmette University. 


The fiftieth anniversary of Willamette University was celebrated last 
June. Large congregations and great enthusiasm characterized the com- 
mencement. It was a fitting close of the first half century of the school’s 
life. 

With a useful and honorable record it challenges the admiration of the 
Church. Two hundred and fifty graduates adorn the College of Liberal 
Arts, and three hundred and thirty all the departments of the school. 
Many of our pastors, teachers and professional men have graduated in its 
halls. 

The plant of the University is considerable, Its land and buildings 
are valued at $250,000, and its cash endowment is $40,000, besides some 
notes and land of uncertain value. The liabilities of the institution are 
about $25,000.00, over half of which is property chargeable to the medical 
school building in Portland. 

The school is prosperous. Last year was the best since the crises of 
1891. One hundred and fifty different students registered in the Academy 
and College, and three hundred and thirty in all the departments. Not- 
withstanding the financial distress the income of the school from tuition 
increased nearly one-third, and the total income was almost equal to the 
expense. The number of students was greater than that of any denomin- 
ational iustitution of its class in Oregon, and forty-four degrees were con - 
ferred for actual work in the school. 

The current school year promises greater things. It opens witha 
larger attendance than for many years past, and before the year closes it 
may equal that of the institution in its palmiest days. Under present ar- 
rangements it is confidently expected the income of the school will be 
equal to the expenses. 


Santiam Academy. 


The report from the Santiam Adademy indicates continued prosperity. 
A ‘full course equal to that of our University Academies is provided, upon 
the completion of which pupils are granted State diplomas in that course, 
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and certificates which entitle the holders to enter the college classes in any 
College or University in the State without further examinations. 


Portland University. 


STUDENTS. 


The Portland University has closed its third year of successful work. 
Although it has seriously felt the unprecedented financial depression of 
the times, its registration of students in the literary departments was 
about the same as last year. We congratulate the Conferences of the 
Northwest that already the graduates of this institution are entering the 
ranks of the ministry, quite a number of them doing excellent work 
on charges contiguous to the school. A rather unusual proportion of the 
students are pursuing the full classical course of studies. To this they are 
constantly urged by the Faculty, who extend every help possible to them 
in carrying out this purpose. 


FACULTY. 


The Faculty remains substantially the same as last year. It is not too 
much to say that they are devoting themselves with fidelity and earnest- 
ness to the work committed to them, and are well deserving of the confi- 
dence and support of the Trustees and patrons of the institutions. 


RELIGIOUS LIFE. 


Great attention is paid to the religious life and culture of the students. 
The Epworth League, Y.M.C. A. and Y. W. C. A. Societies are organ- 
ized and actively worked among the students. Each year of the history of 
the School thus far has been marked by a gracious revival of religion. 
The remoteness of the School from saloons and all forms of special social 
temptations is a great safeguard to the moral life of its students. 


SCHOOL OF THEOLOGY OF PORTLAND UNIVERSITY. 


So far as students in the School of Theology and graduates therefrom 
are concerned, the year closing at the last commencment was by far the 
most prosperous of any of its history. Classes in each of the three years’ 
course of study were organized and regularly conducted through the year; 
and at its close four young men were graduated therefrom, three of whom 
are now regularly employed in the work of the ministry. Among those 
most earnestly and successfally pursuing the course of study during the 
year was a young lady of fine ability and much devotion, who is paepering 
herself thoroughly for the Home Mission field. 

The prospects for this department for the coming year are much more 
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promising than at any previous time. There will be from fifty to a hun- 
dred per cent. increase in the number of theological students over last 
year. 

Although by the beneficent gift of Mrs. Jane Abraham, a considerable 
prospective endowment of the School of Theology has been provided for, 
it is only prospective, as it consists almost wholly of lands from which no 
income is, or can be, derived for some years to come. The result is that 
the professors in this department have been wholly without salary from 
the beginning of their work in it. Of course this is a burden which these 
professors cannot long endure. 


OTHER DEPARTMENTS. 


The Departments of Art and Music are under the accomplished and 
successful direction of Mrs. Aubrey and Mrs. Wetzell, both of whom take 
the very highest rank in their peofessions. Other departrnents will be 
added as the needs of the School shall require. 


Visitors of Willamette University, 


Your committee appointed one year ago as visitors to the Willamette 
University, desire to report that it was their pleasure to be present at the 
commencement exercises last June. We took careful observation of all 
the interests conneccted with our educational work there, and in every re- 
spect we were highly gratified. There was a manifest thoroughness in the 
work done, and a spirit of enthusiasm that indicated a deep interest in our 
institution on the part of the friends and patrons. While we thank God 
for the blessed influence of this, the oldest Christian institution of learning 
on the Pacifle’ Coast, we will also earnestly pray for and heartily commend 
it to all the members and friends ~f Methodism within its patronizing ter- 
ritory. We would also urge the members of this Conference, as far as pos- 
sible, to speak of this worthy and highly honored Christian school from 
their pulplts, and plan to be present themselves with their enthusiasm and 
encouragement at the annual closing exercises. The time has come when 
we must unitedly stand by this Christian institution. 


Pacific Christian Advocate. 


This is the fortieth year since the founding of the Pacific Christian 
Advocate, The factorship of this excellent paper in the establishment of 
Methodism in this great Northwest cannot be estimated. 
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We desire to record our continued confidence in the management of 
the paper, and to express our enthusiastic approval of the proposal of 
the genial publisher, Dr. J. D. Hammond, to reduce the subscription price 
to two dollars a year. 

Dr. A. N. Fisher with facile pen has proven himself ascholarly, chaste, 
alert and vigorous editor, and has made the paper increasing!y indispens- 
able to the preacher and the people. 

Your committee respectfully recommends that on this anniversary 
year special efforts be put forth to increase the constituency and patronage 
of our Advocate. We beg leave to remind the Conference that this quad- 
rennium is fixing the future prosperity of the Pacific Christian Advocate. 
If the paper is sufficiently sustained, the Advocate will be advanced to 
official recognition, which includes the election of the editor by the Gen- 
eral Conference. We urge increased loyalty to the paper and su: gest that 
each minister more energetically than ever beco-ne the agent of the Advo- 
cate in his parish. 

The failure to advance the paper would be a humiliating defeat. If 
the fathers forty years ago could establish and sustain a religious journal, 
will we not be the degenerate sons of noble sires if we allow this great 
arm for power to become paralyzed. 


Chinese Work. 


The Committee on Chinese Work submit the foliowing report :— 


The Chinese work within the bounds of our Conference has. been 
greatly strengthened the past year by the presence and work of Dr. I’. J. 
Masters of. San Francisco, whohas been made the General Superintendent 
for the entire Pacific Coast. 

The major part of the work done among the Chinese is done in the 
city of Portland, where we have a regularly organized mission of which 
the Rov. Dr. M. C. Wire is the faithful superintendent. Mrs. Croxton, 
with her corps of teachers, has done good work in the English school of 
the mission. These Chinese Christians contribute to the benevolences 
during the year a sum equal to one dollar-and eighty cents per member. 

We commend to the prayerful consideration of the Conference this 
important work among the heathen upon our own shores. 


Woman’s Foreign Missionary Society. | 


With profound gratitude to Almighty God, we recognize his guiding 
hand in the formation and continuance of the Woman’s Foreign Missionary 
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Society, and see in it one of the brightest rays of the first great promise of 
redemption, which was the life germ of every promise and hope that a — 
merciful God has given to our fallen race. In this promise was included 
the “final restitution of all things, and was spoken by the mouth of holy 
prophets since the world began,’’ and every step in woman’s elevation 
marks the disolving chains of a long and dreary winter, and like the “‘ten- 
der branch of the fig tree putting forth leaves shows us that summer is 
nigh.’?’ When woman is restored to her primal state, one of the “last 
enemies will be put under the Redeemer’s feet.’’ Entering fields where no 
other Christian instrumentalities can go, where casts, customs, deep seated 
and long cherished errors prevail, woman wields a powerful weapon for the 
conversion of the world, and the work she can do on the female population 
where hundreds of millions sit in the valley and shadow of death, promises 
much. Give us the girls and in twenty years we have the mothers, give 
us the mothers and we have the world for Christ. We therefore promise 
our co-operation to this society, and earnestly pray God’s blessing on its 
work and workers throughout the world. 


Tract Cause. 


We regret that the circulation of the tracts of our church received so 
_.ttle attention from our pastors and committees. We think a revival of 
interest in, and work for this department of our church work is greatly 
needed. The tracts of our church rightly selected and properly distributed 
would be a great help in evangelistic work. These tracts are adapted 
to almost every variety of need. Their cheapness, easy circulation and 
brevity make them a ready and potent agency for good. 


Every pastor and tract committee should have the tract catalogue, 
which is sent free to any address. Any charge, through its pastor, may 
send for tracts in any year, free, to the amount of one-half of its last col- 
lection; and special grants of tracts will be given in necessitous cases. 
$50,000 is asked for from the entire church. Of this amount the Oregon 
Conference is‘expected to raise $208. We recommend that the Conference 
approve this apportionment, and ask the Presiding Elders to apportion it to 
the several charges and do what they can to have it raised. By request of 
the Corresponding Secretary, we give the following statement :— 

Our total collections for 1893 was $95.00: number of charges reported, 
42: number of charges not reported 36; average collection from each 
charge $1.22; average for each member, $0.011. : 

Our Tract Society gives to the missions of the church from six to 
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seven thousand dollars annually. We recommend that our Tract Evan- 
gelist give special attention to the selection and distribution of the tracts 
of our church. 


Sunday Schools. 


The Sunday School workin the Methodist Episcopal Church embraces 
28,856 Schools, with 328,343 teechers, and 2,409,574 scholars, 

In view of the great importance of this work, we pledge ourselves as 
pastors to exercise great carein the selection of teachers and officers; that 
ail schools be organized as far as possible in accordance with the disciplin- 
ary plan; that we use our literature and the publications of our Book 
Concern; that we urge upon parents to require the study of the lesson at 
home in advance of the Sabbath day; that we urge the adult members of 
our congregations to attend Sunday School. 

The Sunday School Union has apportioned $208 to the Oregon Confer- 
ence, We recommend that this amount be apportioned among our 
charges by the presiding elders. 


Books and Periodicals. 


Notwithstanding the financial stringency that has paralized so many 
business enterprises all through our country, we rejoice to report continued 
prosperity in all our publishing interests. Our presses are still pouring 
forth streams of the purest, freshest, and holiest literature of the age. 

As evidence of the healthy condition of our publishing houses we quote 
the following statistics from the annual report of the Book Committee ; 

In both houses we have a grand total capital of $3,339‘072.08, and a 
net increase of $71,837.92. The grand total sales of both houses and de- 
positories for the year 1893 amount to $1,977,166.67, with a total increase 
of $31,481.20. 

As an index to the superiority and popularity of our Sunday School 
and Epworth League literature, your committee rejoice to report a large 
increase in circulation. The Hpworth Herald gained 15,000 in 1893, the 
Sunday School Journal 12,628, and other Sunday School literature shared 
a similar increase. 

We are pleased to quote and emphasize a sentence from the last re- 
port of our Book Committee, viz: ‘Every Methodist preacher is under 
obligations to circulate our book and periodical literature to the fullest ex- 
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tent, to che end that our great mission as a Church may be attained.” 

It is the opinion of your committee that the liberal appropriation of 
$529 from the Book Concern. to our Conference this year may be 
doubled in the near future by a faithful discharge of these obligations, and 
that Methodism will be greatly strengthened in members, intelligence, and 
soul saving power. 

Resolved, First—That we highly commend our Agency at San Fran- 
cisco, so nobly conducted by Dr. Hammond. 

Second—That we hereby renew, most earnestly, our petition to the 
next General Cenference, to establish a Book Depository at Portland, 
Oregon.

The University numbers in all of its departments over two hundred 
instructors and has twenty-four hundred students, being the largest Uni- 
versity in affiliation with the Methodist Episcopal Church. 


The charter of the University provides that ‘‘No spirituous, vinous, or 
fermented liquors shall be sold under license or otherwise, within four 
miles of the location of said University, except for medicinal, mechanical 
and sacramental purposes.’”’ This provision of the Charter is rigidly 
enforced.
